Washington, 
Before the end of the month an anti-trust 
bill will have been paseed by the house and 
will ‘be under consideration in the judiciary 
committee of the senate. 

The subcommittee of the house judiciary 
committee has completed the outline of the 
anti-trust bill, which will be submitted to the 
full committee tomorrow. A special order 
will be reported at once from the committee 
on rules, providing a limit for debate and 
fixing the exact hour at which the anti-trust 
bill shall be passed by the house. 

The whole proceeding’ will not take two 
weeks, and this will give the senate a full 
month in which to dispose of the matter, if 
it can be done in that time. * 

The outline of the anti-trust bill, as pre- 
pared by the subcommittee, is a composite 
creation. It includes some of the more im- 
portant features of three or four different 
measures. It is not the bill suggested by 
the attorney general, although some of the 
features he urged have been incorporated 
in the new measure, 

The bill, as submitted to the house, will 
contain far reaching provisions for publicity 
which were not suggested by the attorney 
genera! at all, but which, on the other hand, 
were strongly urged by the president. 

The attorney general's idea as to the pun- 
ishment of both the giver and the receiver 
of an illegal rebate is adopted in the com- 
mittee bill and is even elaborated to some 
emteet.

| The house judiciary committee has 
not yet received this suggestion with entire 
enthusiasm, but instead of that has agreed 
upon a section of the new bill providing that 
the regulation of the trusts shall be intrusted 
to, the interstate commerce commission, the 
scope of which body is greatly widened for 
the purpose, . 
There are also other provisions looking 
toward an amendment of the Sherman ant!- 
trust law, along the line originally suggested 
by Senator Cullom.

Not all the features of the new bill are 
likely to prove popular even in the house. 


| The suggestion that the regulation of the 


trusts should be turned over to the inter- 
state commerce commission, whose impo- 
tence to regulate the railroads is admitted 
even by its members, does not strike a re- 
sponsive chord in the administration. 

On the contrary, I have the best possible 
authority for saying that President Roose- 
It, to whose energy the present spasm of 
anti-trust virtue is entirely due, is now 
enamored of the idea of another independent 
trust commission or of turning over the 
regulation of great corporations to the inter- 
state commerce commission. He prefers a 
responsible bureau in one of the depart- 
meénts, and to carry out his views the bureau 
of corporations will be provided for in, the 
new department of commerce, which is to be’ 
created at this session of congress. 

The members of the senate committee on 
judiciary say they can do no real work until 
they have received the house anti-trust bill. 
They are covering a great deal of ground 
in a preliminary way. however, and hope to 
be able to report a bill to the senate within 
a week or ten days after they hear from the 
hose. | 

Opinions vary a great deal as to the possi- 

bility of passing an anti-trust bill through 
the senate, but the general sentiment at the 
north end of the capitol is that none of the 
more radical features of the house bill can 
be enacted into law at this session. 
|

Judge Day’s position in the state depart- 
ment and his splendid services in the negotia- 
tion of the treaty of peace with Spain were 
by no means adequately rewarded when he 
was appointed a federal judge in Ohio. He 
retired from the position of secretary of 
state simply and solely because he was a 
poor man and could not stand the pressure 
of | official and social obligations here in 
Washington.

BEAT WORKMAN FOR $25, 


| STRIKE TRIAL WITNESS STARTLES 
HEARERS, 


Albert Fridley Testifies in the Case of 
the Brass Molders That He Was Of- 
fered Bounty for Disabling Non- 
union Men—Dynamite and Shooting 
Plots Are Narrated — Workmén 
Tracked and Attacked in Street— 
Promise More Sensational Evidence 


How union pickets received a bounty of 
$25 for every nonunion man who was so badly 


yesterday by Albert Fridley, a witness for 
the state in the case of the members of the 
Brass Molders’ union on trial for conspiracy. 
The witness declared also that he volun- 
teered to shoot through the windows at non- 
union men at work in the Western Electric 
and Stromberg-Carison plants, where the 
brass molders were on strike. He swore, too, 
that he offered to dynamite the Western 
Electric plant. One man, however, he said, 
prevented his offer being accepted. 

Fridley testified that he was employed as 
@ picket during the strike at the two plants. 


Carried Revolvers and Billies. 


“ After I joined the union, under the pres- 
sure of Jacob E. Johnson, the business 
agent,” said Fridley, “I was put out as a 
picket, with the promiseof strike pay, which 
is $4 for the first week, $6 for the second, 
and $9 for the third. I kept track of all the 
nonunion men and pointed them out to John- 
son and other members of the executive com- 
mittee. These men were openly attacked, 
and I had a hand init. Wecarried revolvers 
and billies and used them whenever we had 
a chance. 

“Where a man was so severely injured 
as to force his absence from work, we were 
supposed to receive $25, but we didn’t always 
get it. I helped to assault three men, and 
Johnson paid us $25, claiming that the men 
were not severely enough punished. 

Offers to Blow Up Plant. t 

*“* At one time I offered to put dynamite in 
the Western Electric shops, and volunteered 
to shoot through the windows at the non- 
union men, but Andrew Anderson, one of the 
executive committee, backed out on the prop- 
osition.”’ | 

Fridley said he once secured the names 
of the nonunion men at work in the West- 
ern Electric plant by getting a watchman to 
smuggle him into the factory. He declared 
he finally became so hard up that he dropped 
from the union and accepted work in the 
Western Electric works. He testified that 
while he was doing picket duty he was con- 
tinually put off in his demands for’ work 
until &t last he was told there was a posi- 
tion for him at Pack brothers. He waived 
the place in order that his fellow picket, who 
was in even more desperate circumstances, 
with a wife and two children to support, 
might take it. 


Olson Makes Grave Charges. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Olson made his 
opening argument in the morning. 
*“ These six defendants, with the others not 
on trial, represent the executive committee 
of the brass molders’ local union No. 83,’’ 
said he. “ The committee was appointed for 


the purpose of keeping secret from the mem- 


tack nonunion laborérs, An assessment fund 
of 10 per cent pravided the men with pay 
forthe work they did in assaulting nonunion 
laborers.” | 

Then Mr. Olson outlined the case of the 
state, many of his charges being reiterated 
later in the day by Fridley. 

‘‘ We will put witnesses on the stand,”’ said 
Mr. Olson, ** who will testify that they were 
hired as pickets, that there was a conspiracy 
to do bodily injury to the foreman of the 
Western Electric company, and that his life 
was only saved because the man who was to 
point him out was not bloodthirsty, but a 
hardworking man who realized at the last 
moment that if anything serious happened 
he would be equally responsible with the men 
who dealt the actual blow. 


Suggested “Blowing Heads Off.”’ 
“We will also prove that one member of 
the executive committee suggested that the 
pickets shoot through the windows of the 
factory, and if this did not stop the men 
from working that it would be a good thing 
to have the picket get into the factory at 
night and put something in the pots which 
would blow their heads off.”’ 


GIRL STUDENTS WILL SHUN 
THE BOYS OF THEIR CLASS. 


Sixteen Northwestern Coeds Resolve to 
Boycott the Men and Have a Segre- 
gation All Their Own. 


Segregation has been introduced in North- 
western university—and the initiative.was 
taken by the coeds. The movement was 
started last night, when sixteen of the girl | 
members of the senior class organized a so-— 
clety with the avowed object of keeping the 
boys of the class at a distance. 

It was charged that the mingling of the 
sexes interfered with the class work, and 
stringent rules were adopted forbidding any 
of the members of the society from speaking 
to any of the men or accepting invitations 
from them to attend social affairs. Fines 
will be imposed for infringements of the 
rules. 

To prove that they were a society unto 
themselves, the girls had a sieighing party 
and appointed a committee to arrange for 
a number of receptions and entertainments, 
to which no men will be invited. 

“So far as any of us can see, we have 
received no benefit from the society of the 
men in our class,’’ said Miss Genevieve Gil- 
ruth, one of the promoters of the anti-man 
society. 

The members of the society, which has 
been named the “ C. 8.”’ club, which is said 
to stand for ‘‘ cultivated segregation,’ are 
Emma Dapper, Edith Long, Anna Seaman, 
Ethel Lawrence, Edith Lawrence, Lucretia 
Kays, Jean Parker, Genevieve Giiruth, 
Mary Haines, Aura Benedict, Jessie Peters, 
Winnifred Chappell, Elizabeth Burr, Ethel 
Merrill, Edith Stewart, and Ruth Woodley. 

The girls have been leaders in university 
society, and their decision to flock by them- 
selves has caused a mild sensation.

BOOK OF MOSES _ 
HELD PLAGIARISM 


Prof. Delitzsch in Berlin Lee- 
ture also Denies That 
the Bible Was 
Inspired. 


QUOTES ANCIENT LORE. 


Story of Nebuchadnezzar Is De- 
clared a Myth—Kasier, by Pat- 
ronizing Radical Views, 
Shocks Church People. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, Jan. 13.—Emperor William, by 
his patronage of the radical views of Prof. 
Delitzsch, the Assyriologist, has shocked once 
more the religious views of the orthodox peo- 
ple of Germany, who insist that by his ac- 
tion the kaiser practically approves a denial 
that the bible is an inspired book. 

In a lecture delivered today before the em- 
peror and empress and a number of promi- 
nent personages Prof. Delitzsch declared 
that there could not be a greater error than 
to regard the bible as a personal revelation 
of God. It was merely composed of rem- 
nants of Jewish literature. 

“We require,’’ the professor said, “ no 
revelation other than that which every man 
carries in his own conacience.”’ 


Calls Moses a Plagiarist. 

Prof. Delitzsch rejected as unworthy of 
notice the supposition that Moses was the 
author of the so-called Mosaic laws. These, 
he said, all existed in Babylon long before 
the time of Moses. Even the decalogue was 
of Babylonian origin, and the Babyionian 
code in many points was ethically superior 
to the Mosaic. The conception of Janveh or 
Jehovah as a national diety was entirely 
of Babylonian origin, and to the adopfion 
of this idea by the Israelites was due many of 
the evils of their exclusive particularist 
monotheism. 

The professor admitted that there is much 
that is beautiful in the bible, but declared 
that its importance chiefly consisted of the 
fact that it is a weighty link in the chain 
of development of religion. 

During the last year Prof. Delitzsch re- 
traveled over the site of the Babylonian em- 
pire. He based his remarks today upon the 
new studies he then made. He said that it 
would go hard with the Old Testament if 
its defenders placed any value on the con- 
firmation of biblical narratives which claimed 
to be derived from Assyrian discoveries, and 
he instanced various errors into which, he 
said, orthodox interpreters fell.

He suggested with the view to 
enlightening young theologians in regard 
to oriental customs that they be encouraged 
to visit the Bedouins of the Arabian desert. 
It would prevent them from falling into 
many common errors. They would learn 
about great physicians raising people from 
the dead, about belief in the magical effi- 
cacy of spittle, and about the mystical num- 
bers three and seven. 

Much of Prof. Delitzsch's lecture was, of 
course, not new to students of the higher 
biblical criticism, of which Prof. Harnack 
is the leading German exponent. Emperor 
William formerly was supposed to regard 
these views with disfavor.

SULTAN OF MOROCCO IN ROUT. 


War Minister Menebbi Slain in Battle 


Over Situation. 


LONDON, Jan. 14, 3 a. m—The Tangier 
correspondent of the Morning Leader reports 
serious fighting outside of Fez. He says the 
suitan has been defeated and that he es- 
caped to the westward. War Minister Meneb- 
bi, one of the sultan’s strongest pillars, was 
killed. All the consuls, excepting the Brit- 
ish representative, have left Fez. 

Fighting among the tribes is also proceed- 
ing near enough to Tangier for the sound of 
shooting to be heard in the city. 

The population of Tangier is alarmed and 
is asking for the protection of warships. A 
local pasha took out a force to restore order, 
but he found it impossible to proceed, and 
has returned to Tangier. 

In a dispatch from Tangier, dated Jan, 13, 
the correspondent of the Times says: 

“A serious fight occurred today two miles 
outside of Tangier. Several hundred tribes- 
men attacked a village defended by only 
sixty men. The attacking party was re- 
pulsed and four of the number were killed. 
The fighting may be resumed atany moment, 
It does not involve any dangerto Europeans, 
but it shows that the Moorish government 
is paralyzed by the rebellion and incapable 
of maintaining order.”

HURDER IN JAGKSON PARK 


THIRTEEN THRUSTS KILL ON 
THIRTEENTH OF MONTH. 


Unidentified Man, Supposed te Have 
Been an Italian, Stabbed to Death 
and the Snew Where the Body Is 
Found Gives Signs of Desperate 
Strugglie—Police Believe a Number 
of Persons Were Concerned in the 


Crime—Searching for Slayers. 


As the thirteenth day of the month was 
about to pass an unknown man was set upon 
in Jackson park and killed by thirteen knife 
thrusts. The body, which apparently is that 
of an Italian, was found lying in the snow 
two blocks east of the intersection of Sixty- 
sixth street and Stony Island avenue. The 
knife cuts, several of which could have re- 
sulted fatally, showed how the unknown 
met death 

Lying near the body was a revolver from 
which five shots had been fired. A sixth car- 
tridge had been snapped, but had failed to 
explode. This weapon apparently had been 
use@ by the unknown in defending himself, 
as there were no bullet wounds on his body. 


Snow Tells of Struggle. 

The snow where the body was found was 
trampled as if from a struggle, while lead- 
ing from the spot were a number of foot- 
prints, clearly defined in the snow. 

The police believe that the murder may 
have been the result of a vendetta, or that 
the victim was lured to the park to be killed 
by some secret organization. The foot- 
prints, they hope, will give a clew to the 
slayers. 

The body was found by Martin Callehan, an 
employé of the water works at the foot of 
Sixty-eighth street, who was on his way to 
work. Callahan reported the matter to the 
police and the body was taken to McNelill’s 
undertaking rooms, 7025 Stony Asiand ave 
nue. 


Tells of Finding Body. 
In explaining his discovery to the ce 
Callahan said: 


and Stony Island avenue and was walking 
towards the powerhouse, which is near the 
lake, when on the gravel walk about two 
blocks east of the park line I saw a dark ob- 
ject which I took to be a human form. I ap- 
proached closer, thinking that it was an in- 
toxicated man, and then I saw blood stains 
on the snow. 

“ My first thought was that the man had 
killed himself, and I hurried to call up the 
Woodlawn station, not stopping to exam- 
ine the body. I atm sure no one was near 
when I found the body and I heard no cries 
for help.” 

Police Seek the Slayers. 

As soon as the murder was reported to 
Lieut. MoCann every available man on re- 
serve was sent out of the Woodlawn ste- 
tion. From the fact that footprints kd 
southward from the scene of the murder, 
the police believe that the fugitives were 
headed for South Chicago, The murder, they 
believe, was commétted an hour or more 

The following description of the murdered 
man was sent out to all the police stations: 

“From 42 to 45 years old; 5 feet 7 or 8 
inches tall; weight 170 or 175 pounds; brown 
eyes, black hair, black mustache; good teeth; 
dimples in chin and also sear on chin."’ 

There was nothing in the murdered man’s 
clothing that would suggest his identity. 


GIRL IS LOST DURING NIGHT; 
SAYS SHE WALKED IN SLEEP. 


Mystery of Miss Desdemona McChesney 
Explained When She Is Found Un-

For five hours yesterday morning rela- 
tives and friends hunted for Miss Desdemona 
McChesney of 1841 Wabash avenue, who was 
believed to have left her home in her sieep in 
the bitter cold of Monday night. The police 
throughout the city had been notified and 
were organizing a search when her mother 
Giscoverad the girl locked in a closet at their 
home. She was unconscious, but soon re-

The jury has been shown aleo that the 
directories of these three bodies are so in- 
terwoven as to make them almost identical 
in their interests. The next move of the 
jury is to determine whether the operations 
of these combinations are such as to make 
their directors amenable to a charge of con- 
epiracy in restraint of trade. : 

The three ors in this triple control of 
the bituminous coal industries of two states 
are said to be: : 

Operators of INinois mines, many of whom 
are also Indiana operators, and Chicago dis- 
tributers and retailers. 

Operators of Indiana mines, many of whom 
are also identified with Chicago dealers, and 
with Lilinois operators. 

_ Chicago distributers and retailers, many of 
whom are operators in Lllinois or Indiana, 
under either their own or other names. 


Compiling Mass of Evidence.

TREATY ROW IN SENATE 


DOLLIVER CENSURES MEN WHO 
"DELAY RECIPROCITY. 


Coal Debate Leads to Attack on “Hold- 
up ” Salons, Iowan Declaring Him- 
self for Amended Duties—Washing- 
ton Dealers Tell | Investigating 
Committee That Independent Oper- 
ators Are Responsible for Exor- 
bitant Fuel Prices. 

Washington, D. C,, Jan, 13.—[Special.J— 
Senator Dolliver of lowa today attacked the 
senators responsible for holding up the rec- 
iprocity treaties, and by a scathing arraign- 
ment of some of his fellows precipitated a 
lively debate. 

Mr. Dolliver spoke while the Vest resolu- 
tion directing the committee on finance to re- 
port a bill removing the duty on coal was 
under discussion in the senate. He defended 
Secretary Shaw for issuing the order in- 
structing collectors of customs to resolve 
differences regarding the grade of coal in 
favor of the importer. | 

It was true, he declared, that Mr. Dingley 
had put the tariff rates high so that they 
could be reduced by reciprocity agreements. 
More violence had been done to the protective 
system by the stolid, quiet, uncommunicative 
failure of the senate to take action upon the 
reciprocity treaties than by all the noise 
that had been made by the democrats about 
coal. 


Blaine’s Wisdom Is Forgotten. 


“ It remains a reproach to the congress that 
not one line of the wisdom of James G. Blaine 
remains on the statute books and ngt a step 
has been taken to fulfill the purpose and 
spirit of the last Buffalo address of President 
McKinley.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island said in reply: 

“It.is not true that protective duties were 
put high for the purpose of reducing them 
by reciprocity treaties. The senator from 
Iowa had sounded the praises of the re- 
ciprocity treaties. It would redound to the 
credit of the senate if the reciprocity treaties 
are passed over in silence and the senate 
should never act on them. It was never for 
one moment supposed by any member of 
the committee on finance or by Mr. Dingley 
and his associates that there was to be a 


’ surrender of the principle of protection. The 


intention of the reciprocity section of the 
Dingley act was to make agreements upon 
noncompetitive products, and he never ex- 
pected a republican administration would 
negotiate treaties which struck at the heart 
of protection.”’ 

Mr. Tillman of South Carolina gave notice 
that he would address the senate tomorrow 
on the resolution, ‘‘ as there seem to be live 
wires*running around this chdmber, I have 
one I want to string that may or may not 
burn.”” He intended to lay the blame for 
the present condition of affairs regarding 
coal, he said, where it belonged, ‘‘ at the 
door of the president of the United States 
and the attorney general.”’ 


Blames Independent Mine Owners. 

W. A. Baum, a coal dealer, was the prin- 
cipal witness before the senate coal famine 
investigating committee today. He said so 
long as the company had coal on hand from 
last year it had not charged to exceed $7.26 
per ton; also that the price for Reading eoal 
had never exceeded that figure. The com- 
pany, he said, is selling coal that cost $10.94 
per ton at $12. He said the delay was due 
to the lack of railroad facilities in Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Baum said the independent dealers 
had forced the advance. It wasastandand 
deliver process,"’ suggested Senator Stewart, 
to which the witness responded that he con- 
sidered the advance a robbery. 

Senator Stewart received an official letter 
from President A. J. Cassatt of the Pennsy!- 
vania, which said the mines owned by the 
company furnish less than one-half of the 
anthracite coal which it transports. The 
price at the mines is based on the market 
price. He said after the strike ended all coal 
was sold at 50 cents per ton above the prices 
prevailing before the strike. The independ- 
ent operators protested and their demands 
were acceded to.

NEW YORK MAYOR’S CONFERENCE

Presidents of Coal Carrying Roads

New York, Jan. 18.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Low and representatives of the coal carrying 
roads held a conference today about the 
shortage of the coal supply of New York, 
with a view to bettering theconditions. The 
conference was called by Mayor Low on 
authorization of the board of aldermen. 
President George F. Baer of the Reading, 
John B. Markle of the independent coal 
operators, F. D. Underwood, president of 
the Erie railroad; President Fowler of the 
New York, Ontario, and Western, and Presi- 
dent Thomas of the Lehigh Valley system 
were present. 

President Baer was first to make a state- 
ment concerning the position of the coal 


“I can say with a clear conscience that 
the companies I represent have done and 
are doing all it is possible for them to do 
in relief of the situation. There is no coal 
combination. The output has been restrict- 
ed by the failure of the miners to work dur- 
ing the holidays. The price has been un- 
duly advanced by the smaller companies and 
individual operators. 

“‘ The companies I represent do not believe 
that it is just to the public to take advantage 
of the temporary scarcity of coal to increase 
the price. 

“We have dealt fairly with New York in 
the distribution of our coal.. We have tried 
to keep down the price. We have responded 
to every call to our utmost ability.”’ | 

Markle and Thomas Promise Aid. 

John Markle said: ‘‘ We have a contract 
for the delivery of coal to the Lehigh Valley 
Coal company at prices that are higher than 
the $5, but by no means so high as the pre- 
vailing high prices. Little of our coal comes 
to New York City, but I am willing to bear 
my share in this effort of proportion to the 
amount of our coal that comes here.”’ 

“* Just what does your statement mean, Mr, 
Markle?’ asked the mayor. | 


_ “Mr. Thomas, who handles our coal, may 
sell our proportion of 10 per cent coal,”’ said 
Mr. Markle. | 


“L should. prefer a specific proposition,”’ 
said President Thomas. “I will sell just as 
much of Mr. Markle’s coal as he shail au- 
thorize, and at such price as he shall author- 
ize us to sell it for.”’ | 

“ I assure you, Mr. Mayor, that I will stand 
my proportion in this matter,’’ was Mr. 
Markle’s concluding statement. 

About all the conference accomplished was 
to get the promise of the operators to fur- 
nish their proportion of coal at $5 a ton for 
distribution to the poor at 10 cents a pail of 
twenty-five pounds. | 


| Statement by Olyphant.

Indiana Orders an Inquiry. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 13.—[{Special.]— 
The Indiana general assembly today took 
action looking to an investigation of the 
causes of the coal famine. Inthe senate Mr. 
Ogborn introduced a resolution, providing 
for the appointment of a special committee 
to act in conjunction with the governor to 
take necessary action and report to the as- 
sembly. The committee is to be composed of 
three senators and three representatives. 
The lieutenant governor appointed Senators 
Ogborn, Hendee, and O’Brien. 


Penalty for Fixing Coal Prices. 


In the house Mr. Salisbury introduced a 
bill to make it a misdemeanor to limit the 
output of coal, or to fix or increase the price. ' 
The penalty is not less than $1,000 nor more 
than $10,000. If the price charged for coa! 
is in excess of the cost of transportation, 
handling, and a fair profit, that shall be 
prima facie proof of a conspiracy. It is also 
made a misdemeanor to make for transporta- 
tion of coal excessive charges; officers, 
agents, and employés of all incorporations 
are made jointly liable. The bill has an 
emergency clause, It was referred to the 
committee on corporations. 

The committees from the house and senate 
will join the governor in a conference with 
representatives of the coal carrying railroads 
on Thursday, when an attempt is to be made 
to obtain immediate relief from present con- 
ditions. It is understood that some of the 
senators are in possession of facts showing 
that the railroads have conspired with the 
operators to prevent coal reaching Indianap- 
olis and points in northern Indiana, and that 
such testimony will be presented to the in- 
vestigating committee unless the railroads 
promise immediate relief. 


Urge Removal of Coal Tariff. © 


St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 13.—In the state sen- 
ate today a resolution, introduced by Senator 
Wilson of Hennepin county, urging the Min- 
nesota delegation in congress to support any 
measure that might be reported to remove 
the tariff from coal, was adopted unanimous- 
ly. The house had adjourned before the 
resolution could be reported to that body, so 
that action in the lower body was deferred 
until tomorrow, whén it is believed by sup- 
porters of the resolution that it will pass 
without opposition.

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MINE OWNERS’ WITNESSES 
_ DENY CLAIMS OF WORKERS. 


Delaware and Hudson Closes Its Case 
Before Anthracite Strike Commission 


and Erie Opens. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 18.—The Delaware 
and Hudson company closed its case before 
the coal strike commission this afternoon, 
and the commission's attenion was then 
called to the conditions existing in the col- 
leries operated by the Erie company. 
Thomas F. Torrey, coal sales agent of the 
Delaware and Hudson at New York, testi- 
fled that the cofmpany he represents is de- 
riving no benefit from the present abnormal 
price for its. fuel. 
 E. W. Porter, station auditor, of the com- 
pany at Wilkesbarre, told of the wages paid 
to bituminous miners in certain places. He 
had been instructed to make the investiga- 
tion by the company and had figures show- 
ing the wages paid the mimeworkers by the 
Victoria Coal and Coke company of West 
Virginia, the Buffalo, Rochester and Pitts- 


at Brockwayville, Pa. The first and last 
company mentioned employs no union labor. 
He said the wages of the West Virginia mine- 
workers contained in his tables were mostly 
those of negroes who were unorganized. 

W. L. Lawrence testified that 1,039 of the 

company’s 3,581 miners own property valued 
at $1,323,161. He could not tell how much 
of the property was mortgaged. | 
Dr.| W. G. Fulton and Dr. W. E. Keller of 
Scranton testified that the occupation of a 
miner compared favorably with that of most 
other occupations, so far as healthfulness is 
concerned. They admitted that it was health- 
ier to live above the ground thanin it. This 
testimony is in direct contradition to evi- 
dence given by several physicians called by 
the miners at Scranton. Dr. Fulton admitted 
that the anthracite mines are more danger- 
ous than any other mines in the world. 
The Erie company opened by having Maj. 
Everett. Warren read an opening statement 
of what the company intended to prove. He 
declared John Mitchell had failed to prove 
any of his claims as to the miners’ demands. 
He said the men were well paid, and if the 
union did not hold them back they would 
earn more thanthey now demand. He denied 
all the miners’ claims, and said his company 
objected to the union only because the union 
destroys the usefulness of the men.

TESTIMONY FOR STATE BEGUN

District Attorney Says He Will Show 
That Clarence L. Foster Was Mur- 
dered and Defendant Was Jealous.

“ I will show that the body of Foster hada | 
wound over the right eye, which resulted 
from a blow which caused concussion of the 
brain. Conditions of the body will show he 
was dead when he entered the water. 

“We will show that Disbrow lover the 
girl, and that Foster also loved her,” said 
Mr. Smith. ‘“ We will show that Disbrow 
was Jealous of Foster and that it is the mo- 
tive for the crime.”’ 

The prosecution attempted to go into detan 
about the finding of the body by Miss Law- 
rence, but after the fact was presented all 
other evidence on the subject was barred. 
A number of witnesses took half the after- 
moon in testifying that they saw the bruise 
on the forehead of the dead man. : 
Charles E. Rogers, proprietor of the Hamp- 
ton Pines club, told the jury that Disbrow, 
Foster, and Miss Lawrence were there on 
the night of June 9 just before the tragedy, 
and that they left at 11 o’clock after having 
dinner. Mr. Rogers said that the party had 
a bottle of whisky on the dinner table. In 
the cupboard he said there was a half pint 
of whisky, which was missing when he 
looked for it the next morning. He said he 
thought Foster took it. 

John E. Tunnel, with whom Disbrow 
boarded, testified that he found the buggy 
in which Disbrow, Foster, and Miss Law- 
rence had returned from the club tied to his 
barn door late at night. He said he had a 
talk with aes the next morning. He 
said Disbrow ieft the house without taking 
his clothing and never returned.

HIS BARBER WIFE 


THEN CHAS. LEWIS, ALSO A RAZOR 
WIELDER, KILLS HIMSELF. 


Tragedy in a Stockyards Shop When 
Husband Fails to Bring About Rec- 
onciliation with Woman Who Has 
Left Him—She Hands Him Revolver 
with Which He Wounds Her and 
‘Then Ends His Own Life—Bad Scare 
for Customers.

Foster, and asked for a revolver which 
Lewis had given to her for safekeeping. She 
handed the weapon to her husband, and he 
used it a few minutes later to shoot her and 
himself. ' 

What was said to cause the shooting is not 
known. Mrs. Lewis started to walk away 
from her husband and he began shooting, 
three bullets taking effect in her back. As 
she fell by one of the chairs he turned the 
revolver on himself, inflicting a wound in the 
temple. 
As soon as the woman barbers and their 
customers had recovered from their scare 
the police and physicians were called. 
Lewis was taken to the hospital and his wife 
to her mother’s residence. 


Vain Attempt to Placete. / 


Mrs. Lewis’ associates in the shop said that 
Lewis had threatened a number of times to 
kill his wife, and that she had taken his re- 
volver away from him. When Lewis asked 
for the return of the weapon yesterday Mrs. | 
Lewis was advised to be cautious. 

“If I don’t give him this one he will get 
another,”’ said Mrs. Lewis, “ and he is less 
apt to be angry if he gets this one.”’

He 
will then be only 51 years of age, which is 
the popular time for presidents. 


Senator Cullom, chairman of the <pttian 
relations committee, today granted a hear- 
ing to H. B. Slaughter, B. A. Eckhart, and 
several other members of the Chicago board 
of trade in favor of the Newfoundland reci- 
procity treaty.

Their 
famous cry, ‘I fights mit Sigel,’ was famil- 
jar to every soldier of the western army. 

“ There were no better soldiers than the 
Germans, as today there are no better citi- 
zens, and we should recognize their loyalty 
and patriotism by placing a monument to 
this great German hero alongside the monu- 
ments of Lafayette and Rochambeau.”’

- Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—Gen. Gros- 
venor of Ohio and Champ Clark of Missouri 
crossed swords during the general debate 
on the army appropriation bill today, and 
for two hours both sides of the house cheered 
on their respective spokesman. : 

It grew out of a controversy which Mr. 
Grosvenor and Mr. Clark have been carrying 
on in the newspapers over the former's 
statement in the house last December that 
the democratic party had been wiped out at 
the last general election. Gen. Grosvenor to- 
day undertook with figures to sustain his 
contention, and Mr. Clark, also with figures, 
to prove that the democrats had an “ even 
chance "’ to win the presidency in 1904. 


Clark Has a Busy Time. 


While Mr. Clark was arguing that!the 
change of a few thousand votes in certain 
states would give the democrats the presi- 
dency, Mr. Wachter [Md.] interposed: 

* While you are making those changes; do 
you suppose we will be sitting with our 
hands on our laps?” 

“ No,”’ retorted Mr. Clark, “ you will have 
your hands in the treasury up to the arm- 
pits, Just where they always are.”’ . 

While Mr. Clark was talking about, the. 
congressional gerrymanders in northern 
states he debated in turn with a dozen re- 
publicans, and each side showed intense in- 
terest. \ 

“The gentleman from Ohio [Mr. Gros- 
venor],”” said Mr. Clark, continuing, “ is 
fond of declaring that the anti-trust law is 
a republican measure, that John Sherman 
| was its father. There is not a syllable of 
truth in*it. I will tell you what John Sher- 
man did it for—not because he hated the 
trusts but because he hated Russell A. Alger, 
who was one of the principal owners in that 
big match factory they got after."’ 

Mr. Grosvenor—I will state upon the honor 
of Russell A. Alger himself, who recently 
made the statement with his name signed to 
it that he never owned a cent of stock in the 
Diamond Match company in his life. 

Mr. Clark—Well, John Sherman thought he 
did, anyway. 


Loss of Majorities Predicted. 


Later Mr. Lindsay of New York took ex- 
ception to what Mr. Grosvenor said and 
created considerable amusement by injecting 
some remarks in support of David B. Hill's 
coal plank into Mr. Grosvenor’sspeech, His 
parting shot was: 

“If you folks don’t do something with this 
coal question your majorities at the next 
election will be reduced to nothing.’’

NEBRASKA LAND BILL DRAFTED. 


Secretary of Interior and Senator Diet- 
rich Agree on Measure to 
Be Passed. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—A bill to au- 
thorize the leasing of grazing lands in 
Nebraska, which is expected by the admin- 
istration to settle the trouble over the /un- 
lawful fencing of public lands in that state, 
‘was agreed on today by Secretary Hitchcock 
of the interior department and Senator Diet- 
rich, acting for the Nebraska delegation, and 
was introduced in the senate later by Mr. 
Dietrich. | 

If the present measure proves wise the 
law subsequently will be given a wider appli- 
cation. It was tacitly agreed at a recent 
conference that any measure acceptable to 
the secretary of the interior and the Nébras- 
ka delegation would be favorably considered 
by the committees of congress and would be 
likely to pass congress. 

The bill provides that the secretary of the 
interior is authorized to lease for live stock 
grazing pyrposes, at an advance annual 
rental, not exceeding twenty sections in any 
single lease and for not exceeding a period 
of ten years, such of the public lands in 
Nebraska as are in their natural condition 
valuable only for live stock grazing purposes. 
Not more than one lease shall be held by 
the same person, except with the approval 
of the secretary. 

So long as any lessee fully complies with 
the terms of his lease he may inclose the 
land embraced in his lease, and shall be en- 
titled to the exclusive use thereof for live 
stock grazing purposes; but the lands em-

THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 
The committee on rules of the house of 
representatives has granted a day for the 
consideration of the bill to establish the 
department of commerce and labor. A 
favorable vote for the measure is confidently 
expected, but the bill which the house will 
pass will be a substitute for the senate bill, | 
and it remains to be seen whether the senate 
will accept the substitute. 
** There has been little question as to the | 
advisability of the organization of a new de- 
partment. There has been a natural differ- 
ence of opinion as to the branches of the 
public service which should be transferred 
to it. In some instances transference will 
mean consolidation. The state department 
bureau of foreign commerce and the treas- 
ury department bureau of statistics do much 
the same work. It is desirable that they 
should be consolidated, but the men con- 
nected with them do not think so.

GIVE ANOTHER MILLION. 

’ Representative Boutell’s bill to increase 
the limit of cost of the Chicago public build- 
ing from $4,000,000. to $5,000,000 should 
meet with no opposition. The $4,000,000 


then, as congressmen are well aware, there 
has been an unlooked for advance in the cost 
of material and labor. If prices had re- 
mained unchanged the original appropria- 
tion would have been ample, but prosperity 
has upset all calculations as to the cost of 
construction in Chicago and elsewhere. 
Congress assumed when it made provision 
for the erection of the new Naval academy 
buildings at Annapolis that it had made an 
adequate appropriation, Itis apparent now 
that it ‘fell several millions short of the 
necessary sum, when the prices of 1903 are 
taken into consideration. ! 

The exterior of the Chicago public build- 
ing will cost $2,500,000, and the machinery 
and mechanical equipment, which must be 
of the first quality, will cost half a million. 
That will leave $1, 000 for interior fin- 
ishing. That is only half enough to make 
the interior correspond with the exterior, or 
to pay for work as good as that found in 
other large government buildings or in the 
great office buildings of New York and 
Chicago. A building, costly and handsome 
without, cheap and shabby within, will be 
a reproach to the government and a wrong 
to the city. | J 

Mr. Boutell points out that even after 
raising the limit of cost of the Chicago 
building it will be less expensive per cubic 
foot than the Cincinnati, New York, St. 
Louis, Philadelphia, and some other post- 
office buildings. The 41 cents per cubic 
foot for Chicago is a trivial figure com- 
pared with the $1 for New York. There are 
excellent reasons why the expenditure of 
the additional million dollars should be au- 
thorized.

The princely house of Murat hasonce more 
lodged its yearly protest with the publishers 
of the Almanach de Gotha against its being 
classed in part LIL, among the ordinary 
nobles, instead. of in part 1, among the sov- 
ereign and dethroned families of Europe. 
The members claim that inasmuch as their 
gréat-grandfather. and great-grandmother 
wére king and queen of Naples they aré en- 
titled to a place among the dethroned dynas- 
ties of Burope in part I. of the Almanach, 
just as much as the Braganzas, the Orleans, 
the Bonapartes, and the Bourbons. 

In Paris these pretensions are, as a general 
rule, deferred’ to by fashionable society— 
though not Dyithe old aristocracy, which de- 
nounced as a terrible mésalliance the mar- 
riage-some thirty-bix yegrs ago of the 
crusader descended duc de Mouchy-Noailles 
to Princess Anna Murat, and at most Parisian 
entertainments the women present yield the 
“pas” to Princess Murat if present. 

But the Almanach de Gotha declined to give 
way, taking the ground that the-only son of 
King Joachim Murat of Naples had by his 
marriage at Bordentown to Miss Frazer of 
Philadelphia deprived his children and grand- 
children of all right to be classed among the 


of the Almanach de Gotha. ae 

People are so much accustomed to con- 
found socialism with anarchism, and 
the socialists as belonging to’ the masses, 
and as foes of all law, order, property, and 
capital, that it may be just as well to point 
‘out that in Germany they belong to the cul- 
tured and affluent classes, to the learned 
professions, and that under no circum- 
stances can they be considered as the scum 
of the population, in spite of all the kaiser 
may say to the contrary. | 

.To begin with, they constitute the strong- 
est political party in the state. Among their 
leaders and representatives in the reichstag 
or imperial parliament are Herr Singer, a 
great capitalist; Herr von Volkman, a no- 
bleman, who is also a territorial magnate; 
Herr Bernstein, a distinguished lawyer and 
writer; and Herr Bebel, justly reputed 
the most eloquent speaker and as the most 
clever debater in the reichstag. 

edical men, lawyers, literary men, in- 
deed, the most intellectual and highly edu- 
cated element of the middle classes in Ger- 
many constitute the backbone of socialism. 

The development of the movement has 
been by leaps and hounds during the last 
twelve years. It may be remembered that 
the quarrel between Bismarck and the kaiser. 
at the outset of the latter’s reign, and which 
led to the dismissal of the old chancellor, was 
his anxiety to secure the maintenance of the 
anti-socialist legislation which William 
wanted to abolish. Ata memorable council 
of state he angrily remarked to Bismarck: 
“Die social democratic tiberlassen sie mir; 
mit der werde ich ganz allein fertig ’’ (You 
leave socialism to me. I will settle the ques- 
tion alone and without any assistance). 

The kaiser was at that time holding out the 
olive branch to them and endeavoring to pro- 
pitiate the working classes by méans of the 
abortive labor congress at Berlin. — 

' Today, twelve years later, the socialists 
have grown into the most powerful political 
party in all Germany, and unfortunately 
they are at daggers drawn with the kaiser, 
who publicly denounced them as traitors, ' 
and who again in a public speech delivered 
at Breslau the other day proclaimed war to 
the death against them. 


It is always a great mistake to conceal 
names in legal proceedings, especially when 
they take the forgn of divorce suits. For 
it leads to all sorts’of often wholly mistaken 
surmises and damaging insinuations. Thus,

tioned that it was not Sir Charles Hartop, 
another “Sir Charles.”” The utmost 
mystery was observed regarding his identity, 
which was only disclosed in ‘writing to the 
judge, but not communicated by him or by 
counsel to the jury. 

And now the gossips in London are calling 
attention to the fact that a certain dis- 
tinguished personage is Known among his 
cronies by the nickname of ‘‘ Sir Charies,’’ 
and are intimating that it ig¢ he who was 
Mrs. Sands’ friend. All these insinuations 
could have been avoided and much pain 
and annoyance saved if no mystery had 
been made about the identity of “Bir 
Charles.’’ 

When a man is foolish enough to com- 
promise himself with a woman of the class 
of Mrs. Sands he ought to be prepared to 
have his name published in court in any legal 
proceedings that may ensue. 

Princess of Hohenberg, morganatic con- 
sort of Archduke Francis Ferdinand, heir 
apparent to the Austrian throne, has never 
been to court at Vienma, nor has attended 
any state function since her marriage. It 
is necessary to explain this in order to 
demonstrate the fallacy of the stories accord+ 
ing to which the princess has been so much 
mortified by having to yield the “‘ pas”’ at 
court to the princesses of the houses of 
Schwarzenberg, Metternich, Esterhazy, Fiir- 
stenberg, and to the Countesses Kinsky, 
Auersperg, etc., that Emperor Francis 
Joseph has given her rank immediately after 
the archduchesses of the imperial family. | 

The emperor has not the power to do this, 
even if he was anxious to confer the favor, 
which he is not, and under the circumstances 
the issue of a semi-official denial of the story 
at Vienna seems just a trifle superfluous. 

Franz Josef, it may be remembered, when 
Countess Sophie Chotek married his nephew, 
advanced her a step in the ranks of the no- 
bility by creating her Princess Hohenberg, 
but exacted a solemn vow from husband and 
wife that the latter would never put forward 
any pretensions on the strength of the union. 

Were all the 100 or so adult male members 
of the imperial house of Hapsburg to give 
their consent the emperor might in their 
name possibly confer upon the princess the 
rank of a full fledged archduchess, and have 
the marriage celebrated afresh with the 
right in lieu of the left hand—that is to say, 
unless prohibited by those mysterious family 
statutes of the Hapsburg family, the tenor of 
which remain a profound state secret. But 
the emperor could not in any other way give 
her precedence over the Schwarzenbergs, the 
Kinskys, the Fiirstenbergs, etc., whose rank 
is regulated by the international congress of 
Vienna, which settled the status of the 
mediatized houses, 

They follow at the court of Vienna im- 
mediately in the wake of the archdukes and 
archduchesses of Austria, and neither the 
emperor nor anybody else could give 
Princess Hohenberg the “ pas’ over them. 


It may be just as well to point out here 
that at the courts of continental Europe 
morganatic wives never under any circum- 
stances appear at court or at state functions. 
The Baroness Helberg,morganatic wife of the 
reigning duke of Saxe-Meiningen, never ap- 


private she is treated most kindly by Princess 
Charlotte, wife of the heir apparent and eid- 
est sister of the kaiser. Countess Edla, the 
Boston born wife of the late King Ferdinand 
of Portugal, has never been seen atany court 
function at Lisbon, while, of course, the . 
Countess Mirafiore, morganatic wife of old 
King Victor Emmamuel, was from all | 
coyrt cermonies. So long as Princess Hohen- 

the morganatic consort of the 
Austrian heir apparent she will never be 
eeen at the court of Vienna.

said, “ Several private cables just received 
in Liverpool from Argentina report 
heavy rains and state that outstand- 
ing wheat has been damaged.” .There 
were advices from India that  win- 
ter rains are badly needed, and from 
Odessa that bad weather had stopped ar- 
rivals, and that wheat stocks there were es-
